to adjourn. themſe]yes; as they ſhall ſee cauſe, and meet as. 
often as the preſes « of the laſt, meeting, or the clerk, ſhall find 
it needful to call then, any ſeven: of them to be a quorum; 
and each meeting chuſe- a,preſes, who ſhall-fign the reſolu- 
tions, orders, andyegncluſions of that meeting: and that at 
the annual ſtated meeting in February, a ſtanding commit- 
tee of their number ſhall be appointed 1 in manner following, 
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who ſhall prepare all buſineſs remitted to them, and report

ſpecially upon each petition for aid from the fund, viz. The 


ſaid committee to conſiſt of the preſes for the time, and fix

other truſtees, two of the ſix to go out of the committee 
yearly, and their places to be ſupplied by other truſtees; 


and the ſaid meeting, -and all other meetings of the truſtees, 
{hall alſo have power to appoint other particular committees, 


as upon any emergency may ſeem to them neceſſary. 


II. 


That the foreſaid truſtees, at one of their ſtated meetings, 


elect a diſcreet and fit perſon to be clerk and factor during 
pleaſure, for uplifting the rents of the mortification, and diſ- 
tributing the ſame, as he ſhall be ſpecially ordered by the 
truſtees, and to keep regular books, and to record therein the 
acts and deeds of the truſtees, to receive in petitions, make 


up rolls, and tranſcribe the minutes into a book, and keep 


the ſame in good order. Which clerk and factor ſhall have a 


ſalary of Twenty pounds Sterling yearly, payable at Candle- 
mas for the year preceding; and this to be in full for ſervice, 
pens, ink, paper, books, and all other demands whatſoever 
as clerk. ns FL 


That the factor ſo appointed, be impowered to uſe all need- 


Ful diligence for inbringing the rents and revenues of the ſaid 


mortification, and be ready to lay his accounts before the 
truſtees when required: And it is hereby ſpecially provided, 


That the ſame be examined and reviſed at the ſtated meeting 


in February yearly, that the accounts of the preceding year 
may be laid before the Lords Overſeers, together with the 
whole tranſactions of the truſtees for the ſaid preceding year. 


IV. That

That one be choſen to be meſſenger or officer to che truſtees, 
to continue during pleaſure, who 1s to give advertiſement of 
the time and place of their meeting, and to attend the ſame, 
and the other affairs of the mortification, as he ſhall be di- 
reed by the managers, their preſes, or clerk and factor. And 
as ſome of the truſtees do not reſide in the city of Edinburgh, 
he is to leave an advertiſement for the Advocates with the 
keeper of their library, one for the Writers with the under- 
keeper of the ſignet, and one for the Preſbytery with their 
clerk. And the foreſaid officer is to have Thirty pounds Scots 
yearly, at the term of Whitſunday for the year protec 


That after deduction of the neceſſary expences of manage- 
ment and reparations, and of the ſums directed by the mortifi- 
cation to be paid to the Advocates, and the Writers their poor, 
and to the moderator of the Preſbytery of Edinburgh, the 


whole remainder of the rents and annualrents {hall be be- 


ſtowed upon penſioners, certified by perſons of known charac- 
ter, to be proper objects of this charity. 


That in order to make up the roll of penſioners, the peti- 


tions and certificates may be laid before a ſtated meeting, 


and remitted to the committee for farther enquiry; or may 


be given in to any of the members of the committee, or the 


clerk, any time before the February meeting, and may be 
conſidered by the committee in the firſt inſtance without ha- 
ving been remitted by a former general meeting, and may. be 
reported immediately to the February meeting for deciſion; 
a ſpecial regard being always had to ſuch as have no other 


penſion, and have formerly been! in creditable circumſtances: 
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and that none ſhall be enrolled, but at one of the two 
ſtated meetings, in the manner above expreſled : nor ſhall 
this roll be altered at any intervening diet; but upon 
information of miſbehaviour in any of the penſioners, pay- 
ment may be ſuſpended till one of the ſtated meerings : and a 
that the truſtees determine the quota that is to be allowed 
yearly to each of the penſioners on the ſaid roll; and in pro- 
portion to the ſaid yearly allowance, payment be made to the 
foreſaid penſioners of one half, at each term of Whitſunday 


and Martinmas yearly.

That the roll be written in three columns, the firſt to con- 
tain the penſioners their names and deſignations, the ſecond 
the ſums allotted to them, the third to be a place for the ſub- 
ſcriptions of ſuch as can write. Upon the head of which 
third column is to be written a general diſcharge for them all; 
and at the end of the roll, an order upon the factor to pay 
conform to the ſame, ſigned by the preſes : and that the fac- 
tor count conform to this roll ; and that there be a new copy of 
the roll, with the alterations and additions as occaſion re- 
quires, written out and ſigned each half year. |

And in regard the mortification is only for © poor old men, 
e women, and orphans,” it is ordained. that no men or women 
under the age of fixty-three be enrolled for penfioners ; and that 
no orphans be enrolled, or allowed to continue, after their age 
of fourteen years complete: and in the caſe of orphans, a per- 
ſon's name ſhall be inſerted in the roll, ſuch as the managers 
**. truſt, to receive and diſcharge for them, and to overſee 
them. | |

That no penfion exceed the ſum of Five um Sterling 
yearly. | 
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VIII. 


That the factor ſend no money to abſent penſioners, but 
upon a certificate, or ſome evidence of their being alive. 


IX. 
That a cheſt be provided, wherein ſhall be lodged all the 


writs and ſecurities of the mortification, and the books of 


the truſtees their managements and accounts, after the ſame 
are completely filled up, reviſed, and recorded; one key of 
which cheſt is to be kept by the moderator of the preſbytery 
of Edinburgh, and another by the clerk and factor to the 


mortification : and the ſaid cheſt is never to be opened, but 
by order of a meeting of the truſtees duly advertiſed, or of 


their annual committee, and that one of An be preſent at 
opening and cloſing thereof.

That a full inventory of the whole writs of the ſaid mor- 


tification be kept in the cheſt, and one with the clerk of this 


mortification. And that a receipt-book he in the cheſt, in 
which is to be ſet down a receipt to be ſigned by the out-taker, 
bearing the cauſe of taking out any of the ſaid writs. 


XI. That 
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That theſe rules ſtand in force, till altered at one or other 
of. the ſtated meetings, at the fight of the Lords Overſeers; and 
that no alteration be made, or new rules enacted, till propoſed 
at one meeting, and left to lie on the table till another ſtared, 
meeting, and the Lords Overſcers be adviſed therein. 
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
